The following is the WO in regard 
the sale of certain poisons, which has 
passed both houses: 

Be it enacted bv the general assembl' 
of the commonwealth of Kentucky : 

Section 1. That on and after the Is 
day of September. 18S6, it shall not b 
lawful for any druggist or other dealer 

for sale any sulphate or other prepara- 
tion of opium in any bottle, vial, envelope 
or other package, unless the same shall 
be wrapped in a scarlet paper or envelope, 
and all bottles or vials used for the above 
purpose shall have, in addition to said 
scarlet wrapper, a scarlet label, lettered 
in white letters, plainly naming the 
tents of said bottle, and having the word 
poison and the skull and cross-bones 
marked thereon.
